To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Tonbridge  Rural  District  Council 


Mr. Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  District  for  1971 o 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District,  given  by  the 
Registrar-General,  was  31*520,  an  increase  of  2,060  over  the  mid-1970 
figure. 


The  total  number  of  registered  live  births  was  472  (236  males 
and  236  females),  this  figure  being  higher  than  last  year's  total  of  455* 
The  crude  birth  rate  was  15 .0  per  1,000  population,  the  corrected  birth 
rate  being  15*5*  compared  with  I6.O  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  totalled  300  (134  males 
and  166  females),  this  figure  being  a  little  lower  than  last  year's  total 
of  312.  The  crude  death  rate  per  1,000  population  was  9*5*  the  corrected 
death  rate  for  the  District  being  8.1,  compared  with  11.6  for  England  and 
Wales. 


Deaths  of  infants  under  one  year  numbered  6,  giving  an  Infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  13.0.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  was  18.0.  The 
Neo-Natal  Death  Rate  (the  number  of  deaths  of  infants  under  four  weeks) 
was  8.0 


There  were  12  deaths  from  Cancer  of  the  Lung  and  Bronchus 
(11  males  and  1  female),  compared  with  21  last  year. 

The  number  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  recorded  in  the 
District  was  121  compared  with  437  in  1970. 

On  page  I5  of  this  Report,  figures  are  given  showing  the  number 
of  persons  immunised  and  vaccinated  during  the  year  under  review. 
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It  will  be  appreciated  that  this  report  is  an  attempt  to  record  the 
quality  of  life  in  our  own  small  community,  this  in  turn  reflecting  the  work  of 
our  mediceG.  and  social  services  against  an  environmental  background  in  the 
planning  and  improving  of  which  so  much  time  is  voluntarily  spent  by  our  Civic 
representatives*  This  is  supplemented  by  a  vast  volume  of  voluntary  effort  by 
individuals  both  inside  and  outside  these  services,  and  to  these  I  should  like 
to  record  my  indebtedness  for  their  help  on  so  many  occasions  during  the  year* 

However,  consideration  of  the  facts  of  life  and  death  in  this  report 
will,  I  hope,  remind  us  that  our  personal  habits  and  choice  in  our  mode  of  life 
would  be  as  important  in  improving  the  health  of  our  community  and  reduction 
of  the  pollution  of  our  environment,  as  would  thought  and  kindness  in  caring 
for  our  neighbours. 

Once  again  my  sincere  thanks  are  due  to  Mr .Davies  and  the  staff  of 
the  Department,  and  to  all  those  too  numerous  to  mention,  who  have  so 
patiently  assisted  in  the  compilation  of  these  statistics*

Home  Help  Service 

Home  help  service  may  be  provided  in  households  where  it  is  needed  owing 
to  the  presence  of  a  person  who  is  ill,  lying-in,  an  expectant  mother,  aged, 
handicapped  as  a  result  of  having  suffered  from  illness  or  congenital  deformity, 
or  a  child  not  over  compulsory  school  age,  but  only  where  there  is  no  able-bodied 
person  in  the  household  capable  of  carrying  out  the  necessary  household  duties© 

Night  and  Evening  Service 

Evening  service  is  provided  for  elderly  people  who  are  bedridden  or 
housebound  and  have  no  one  to  assist  them  to  prepare  for  the  night  and 
includes  the  provision  of  a  light  meal  or  hot  drink,  and  attention  to  fires© 

Night  Service  is  provided,  for  no  longer  than  three  weeks  unless  there  are 
exceptional  circumstances,  for  the  care  of  seriously  ill  people  who  are  living 
in  their  own  homes  and  who  need  attention  during  the  night©  In  some  cases  the 
service  is  provided  for  one  to  three  nights  a  week  to  give  relief  to  relatives© 
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Family  Care  Service 


This  service  is  provided  for  the  short-term  care  of  children  in 
their  own  homes  during  the  absence  of  the  mother  by  reason  of  admission  to 
hospital  for  illness  or  confinement  or  in  other  special  circumstances,, 

Help  is  given  only  to  families  where  care  of  at  least  two  children  is 
involved  and  the  period  of  service  is  limited  to  three  months o 


Family  Welfare  Service 

This  service  is  provided,  with  the  parent’s  consent,  in  households 
where  the  habits,  behaviour  and  standards  of  living  of  the  family  are  much 
below  those  generally  accepted  in  the  society  in  which  they  liveo  The 
three  main  objectives  of  the  service  are  to  raise  the  standards  of  living 
of  the  families,  to  improve  the  welfare  of  the  children,  and  to  keep  the 
families  together  and  prevent  their  break-up o  Intensive  training  for  a 
period  of  three  months  is  given  and  this  is  succeeded  by  a  follow-on  service 
for  nine  months o  In  families  where  there  is  medical  evidence  of  mental 
subnormality  the  continuance  of  the  service  after  the  initial  period  of  three 
months  may  be  approved  for  not  more  than  twelve  hours  a  week  until  the 
youngest  child  reaches  compulsory  school  age©

1.  Water  Supply 

There  was  no  change  in  the  position  with  regard  to  water  supplies  to  the 
District,  the  majority  of  premises  being  served  by  the  mains  of  the  Mid-Kent 
Water  Company,  The  Sevenoaks  and  Tonbridge  Water  Company,  the  Tunbridge  Wells 
Corporation  Water  Undertaking,  and  the  Mid-Sussex  Water  Companyo  In  addition 
a  small  number  of  premises  received  piped  supplies  from  private  sources o 
There  are  now  only  13  known  dwellings  without  a  laid-on  water  supply o  These 
are  in  isolated  places  to  which  mains  could  not  be  laid  at  economic  costo 

Supplies  during  the  year  were  sufficient  and  the  quality  generally 
satisfactory®  The  private  main  in  the  village  of  Tudeley,  which  hitherto 
had  been  causing  'rust'  deposit,  is  now  flushed  periodically  and  has  been 
satisfactory  during  the  year®

A  Wickham  Lynx  Disc  Filter  was  purchased  for  drying  sludge  at  the  works 
at  Paddock  Woodo 

(d)  Blowers  Hill,  Speldhurst 

Work  started  on  the  completion  of  the  Blowers  Hill  Sewerage  Scheme  which 
will  provide  main  drainage  for  the  first  time  to  some  25  properties#  It  has 
been  decided  to  extend  this  sewer  to  eliminate  the  small  treatment  works  at 
Etherington  Hillo 

(e)  Sewer  Cleansing 

Some  1300  yards  of  main  foul  sewer  in  Hadlow  were  cleaned  by  dragging

( f )  Pembury 

Manholes  at  a  private  estate  in  Pembury  were  re-built  at  the  expense  of

Plans  have  now  been  completed  for  Stage  III  of  the  Hildenborough  Sewerage 
Scheme  which  will  divert  sewage  from  the  overloaded  treatment  works  at 
Hildenborough  to  Tonbridge  Urban  District  Council *s  works  for  treatment®  It 
is  hoped  that  work  will  start  on  this  in  1972® 

(b)  Golden  Green  and  Barnes  Street  (Hadlow  Parish) 

It  is  planned  to  let  a  contract  for  the  sewerage  of  Golden  Green  and  Barnes 
Street  and  to  include  the  Ashes  Lane  and  Blackmans  Lane  areas  once  construction 
is  commenced  on  the  new  sewage  treatment  works  for  Hadlow® 

(c)  SoWoMatfield 

The  Council’s  Consultants  have  been  instructed  to  prepare  a  scheme  to 
provide  main  drainage  to  the  area  of  SoWoMatfield  which  was  not  included  in  the 
Regional  Scheme  at  present  under  construction® 

(d)  Ashurst  (Speldhurst  Parish) 

It  is  proposed  to  pump  sewage  from  Ashurst  to  the  Blackham  sewage  treatment 
works  of  the  Uckfield  Rural  District  Council  for  treatment® 

(e)  Surface  Water  Sewerage,  Paddock  Wood 

Certain  diversions  to  existing  surface  water  sewers  are  planned  at  Paddock 
Wood  to  enable  the  Council  to  re=develop  the  Ringden  Meadow  prefab®  site  and 
the  adjoining  land® 

3o  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

The  principle  of  a  weekly  collection  service  has  been  maintained  throughout 
the  district®  A  pilot  scheme  using  paper  sacks  was  introduced  in  part  of  the 
District  and  was  proved  by  a  postal  survey  to  be  well  received®  Plastic  sacks 
were  issued  to  all  householders  for  use  over  the  Christmas  period  to  store 
additional  rubbish® 

Additional  refuse  has  been  collected  from  domestic  premises  on  request 
without  charge® 

A  scheme  in  which  a  builder’s  skep  is  placed  on  rota  at  pre “determined 
positions  to  receive  additional  and  garden  refuse  was  introduced  in  the  parish 
of  Pembury  and  proved  successful®  The  service  is  to  be  extended  to  other  parishes® 

Two  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  renewed  during  the  period  providing 
additional  capacity® 

Disposal  of  refuse  was  by  controlled  tipping  at  sites  in  Paddock  Wood  and 
Horsmonden®  Remedial  action  was  taken  to  limit  the  pollution  of  nearby 
watercourses®
